As per our conversation of last week, I am writing this letter to request that the Supreme
Court issue an Order transferring case number 07-01-303-CV (The Estate of Kuang Hua Hsieh v
State Farm) fromthe Seventh Court ofAppeals inAmarillo to the First Court ofAppeals in Houston.
This case was transferred to Amarillo from the Fourteenth Court of Appeals in Houston as per the
transfer order dated June 22, 2001.

The case was opened in the Fourteenth Court of Appeals on June 14, 2001 after the Court
received a letter of assignment from the trial court clerk. This Court transferred the case as per the
transfer order on July 20, 2001. On July 17, 2001 the First Court of Appeals received a clerk's record
in this cause and assigned the case number 01-01-630-CV. The First Court was notified on July 26,
2001, that the Fourteenth Court's case had been transferred to Amarillo. The First Court then issued
an opinion that same date sending their file to Amarillo.

In response to that order, the trial court clerk sent an advisory to the First Court stating that
the case had never been assigned to the Fourteenth Court. Apparently, the case was assigned to the
First Court, but the letter of assignment was addressed and delivered to.the Fourteenth. For this
reason, this Court requests that the Supreme Court issue a transfer order directing the Clerk of the
Seventh Court of Appeals to transfer the cause to the First Court of Appeals.
